Mr DEAR Doctor:—Your very excellent 
and timely articie clipped from the Sunday's 
issue of the St. Louis Post-DisPaTcH I! have 
read with the greatest appreciation 

I think that thetime has at last arrived 
when silence is no longer a virtue in regard 
to the abuses and corruptions existing in the 
medical profession at largeinthis country. 
There are times when it is dangerous to 
speak tue truth, dut in the end truth st 
prevail, The degenerated elements of the 
profession do not wishto hear the truth, 
neither do they care to be shaken out of their 
agreeable tranquillity. One Ike you,who has 
the courage to expose some of the prevalent 
pathological conditions of our profession 
will naturally have a horde of medical 
tradesmen arrayed against him. I belong to 
a family of physicians. There were seven of 
the amongst our immediate relatives. 
Ever one of them das received 
a good education, scientific and classical. 
It flies me with utter disgust when I see the 
profession assimilating uneducated persons, 
whose only aim is to make money out of 
medicine. There are many doctors, 80 
called, who are nothing but medical jobbers 
salesmen or prescription venders, pure and 
simple. A physician should know more than 
the study of medicine; in fact, he should be 
an educated person and in the possession of 
the highest possibie intellectual attainments. 
1 thing tha@a limit should be put to all those 
contemplating the practice of wedicine, and 
that a diploma should not be issued to 
every mechanic, laborer or farmer, as is 
fashionable just now, who has not the 
slightest comception of what a doctor should 
know before he studies medicine.

ago, it was announced in these dispatches’ 


that Cardinal Gibbons would visit Rome this 
fali the announcement also foreshadowed 
@weeping changes ia the system under which 
the Catholic Charch in the United States has 
hitherto been governed. 

Events appear to have moved quickly since 
then, and there is reason to believe that ere 
another month has passed Mgr. Satolli, the 
apostolic delegate, will be oMmMeially in- 
formed that the Pope has seen fit to transfer 
the administration of Catholicism in this 
country from the Congregation of the Propa- 
ganda (by which it is still nominally gov- 
erned, like all other ‘‘missionary countries“ 
to the Vatican, acting through its repre- 
sentative at Washington. 

In other words, according to the high 

ecclesiastical dignitary from whom the Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent receives the inform- 
ation, Mar. Satolli will effectively and form- 
ally replace Cardinal Ledochowsk!, the pre 
fectof the propaganda, as director, ruler 
and supreme Catholic authority (under the 
Pope) in the United States. 

Itis now certain, according to the digni- 
tary in question, that Pope Leo is about to 
make the Catholic Church in the United 
States entirely independent of the propa- 
ganda. 

“Hitherto this country has been subject to 
the propaganda, as all missionary countries 
are. Mar. Satolli has been more or less 
handicapped because the precise extent of 
his powers was not properly understood and 
because those who were not satisfied with 
his rulings were constantly eomplaining to 
the propaganda. As was hinted not long 
ago, the Pope has not been quite pleased 
with the propaganda’s treatment of the 
United states, and lately, it is said that he 
administered a severe rebuke to the secre- 
tary of that congregation. 

The decision of the Pope to cut the United 
States loose from the Propaganda has not 
yet been officially communicated to Mgr. 
Satolli, but very soon it willbe. Satolli will 
make the decision officially Known to the 
Catholic hierarchy of the United States 
towards the latter part of October. There 
will be no discussion and no voting. The 
Apostolic Deiegate will mereiy state the 
Pope’s ruling, which must be accepted. This 
means ecciesiagtical eutonumy for the 
United states. 

It also means that the court ofthe apos- 
tolic delegation at Washineton will be for 
this country what the court of the propa- 
ganda is for missionary countries. 

Up to the present Mgr. Satolli has not held 
@ judicial court. He decided cases of appeal, 
Dut personally and without formal trial. 
Hereafter a regular court will be established, 
in which ecclesiastical lawyers will argue 
Cases as atthe propaganda. This willbe a 
great biow to prelates like Bishops Spalding 
of Peoria, Gabriels of Ogdensburg, and Ne- 
Quaid of Rochester, who have been con- 
Stantiy complaining to the propaganda. 
Bishop Spaiding will feel particularily ag- 
grieved, as he has been saying that we want 
home rule in the United States, and that 
Mer. Satollihas givenaraison d'etreto the 
American Protective Association, inasmuch 
as he is ignorant of our traditions and our 


language.

Siow the Capture ef Eugraver Hafer 
Was Effected. 


ALTon, I., Sept. 21.—Adam H. Hafiey is 
under arrest here onthe charge of counter- 


feiting. 

Hafiey is 34 years of age, and unmarried. 
He has always lived within a quarter ofa 
mille of town, always deen well respected 
and considered honest and upright and of an 
inventive turn, having invented a traction 
engine, for which he was offered $5,000 for 
the patent; also an aypliance for a seif- 
binder. 

At Malden, Mo., Sept. 20, there was three 
$20 silver certificates passed, andon Sept. 4 
J. C. Wilson was arrested at Jonesboro, 
Ark., asthe guilty party. It there leaked 
out that his brother, H. 8. Wilson, 
was interested, and he also was ar- 
rested and is now out on $2,000 
bond. United States ‘secret service Officer 
J. E. Murphey of St. Louls worked up the 
case. Letters were found on Wilson malled 
at Buffalo, N. 1. Mr. Murphey had the Post- 
office at that place shadowed and letters 
were ordered returned here. Mr, Murphey 
came here and regfstered under an assumed 
name. He went to Hafley’s house and con- 
tracted fora car of hay, stating that it was 
necessary for him to call ac the 
hotel end sign a contract. Hofley 
came to the hotel and was arrested. 

At Hafley 's barn they found his workshop 
and as cow plete an outfit as has been capt- 
ured for years, consisting of two presses, 4 
large amount of paper, ink, acids, slik 
thread and plates. There was enough mate- 
1 hand to make $260,000 worth of the 
stuf. 


CHIEF HAZEN’S ADVICES. 
WasnHiIncron, D. C., Sept. 0.—Chief Hazen 
of the Treasury Secret Service was itoformed 
of the arrest at Ashley.

The silver dollar of Uncle Sam will cele- 
brate the centennial anniversary of its birth- 
day Oct. 15 next. On July 18, 17%, the Bank 
of Maryland deposited at the Philadelphia 
Mint French coins ofthe value of $80,715 for 
coinage into silver dollars under the act of 
1785. The first lot of these finished coins was 
delivered Oct. 15,1794. There were 1,758 of 
them in all, and they were the precursors, 
the first waves of the vdst floodtide of silver

Marshal Yamagseta, Who Is Winning 
Victeries for the Mikado. 


 Lorpowsw, Sept. 21.—British officers who 
have served in the Bast give great credit to 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Japanese 
forces, Marshal Yamagata, for the two 
crushing blows Gelivered to China at Ping 
Yang and Yala. They say the naval battle 
fought Sunday was the second move inthe 


plans which this new Moltke of the East bas 
mapped out. The third will be the reduc- 
tion of the forts guarding the entrance tothe 
Pei Ho, the gate of the waterway to Tien 
Tsin and Peking. 

The defeat of the Chinese land forces at 
Ping Yang was immediately followed by the 
attack on the Pel Yang sqa@adron off the 
mouth ofthe Yala, the river which isthe 
boundary mark between Corea and China. 
The city of MI Ja, near where the naval en- 
gagement took place, was used by the Chi- 
nese as a depot for the landing of troops and

It Was a Terrible Engagement ef Medern 

Ships of War—Names ef the Chinese 

. Ships Destreyed—frem Neon Till 

Night the Cenflict Was Waged—An 

Anexican Expert’s Opinion ef the Re- 
sult. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 21.—A telegram received 
from Kobe, Japan, rms the statement, 
emanating from Chinese sources, that the 
Japanese lost three warships at the naval 
battle fought at the mouth of, the Yalu 
River. Their names, however, are not 
given,and it is evident that the Japanese 
official dispatches are incomplete. 

No doubt is expressed among Europeans at 
Shanghai thatthe Ohinese feet suffered the 
most in the engagement, and it is believed 
that Ting’s squadron is seriously crippled, 
many of his ships now undergoing repairs at 
Port Arthur. Al accounts piace the loss of 
Pei-Yangs’ squadron at four vessels sunk ana 
one burned. 


The only Gescription of the en ment 
far obtainable comes. from the accents 
given by officers of some of the Chinese 
ships, who were sentto Tien Tsin from Port 
Arthur with Gispatches from Admiral Ting 
to Viceroy Li Hung Chang. These offi- 
cers say the Chinese battleships engaged 
were the Ting Yuen, Chen Yuen, Kine Yuen 
Ping Yuen, Lai Yuen and Ts) Yuen, and the 
cruisers Chi Yuen, Ching Yuen, Chao Yuen, 
Yang Wei, Kwang Kat and Kwang Ting, to- 
gether with with four torpedo boats of the 
Pei Yang squadron. They had arrived in the 
estuary of the Yalu River conveying trans- 
ports which, whem the fight began, were dis- 
embarking troops. 

At Ha. m. Sunday the Japanese feet was 
sighted. which approached at full steam 
until within range. Then they advanced in 
columns, forming into twolines. Nine tron- 
elads and cruisers formed —4 fighting 
line, while three gunboats an five tor- 
pedo boats form the second line. 
Admiral Ting formed a fighting line to guard 
the estuary in single column, in the follow 
ingorder from port to starboard: Yeng Wel, 
Ohi Yuen, Tsi Yuen, King Yuen, Ting Yuen, 
Lai Yuen, Chin Yuen, Ping Yuen, Ching 
Yuen, Chao Yuen. Asasecond figating line 
and to meet any 2 ship which might 
succeed in forcing the first line the Kwang 
Kai and Kwana Ting, with four torpedo 
boats, were stationed at the mouth of the 
river. 

Firing began as soon asthe ships got in 
range, the Japanese beginning the attack. 
The guns on both sides were worked unceas. 
ingly ationg range and the hits were infre- 
quent, The Japanese crept gradually closer, 
and the gunners made better practice. The 
Ting Yuen was the frst to suffer, a shell 
bursting in her battery. From the outset the 
Japanese directed a powerful fre upon the 
Chinese battleships Chen Yuen and Ting 
Yuen. For ninety minutes a terrific cannon- 
ade continued. Ihe result was that the Jap- 
anese cruiser, reported to be the sSalkow, was 
put out of action. One Chinese officer de- 
clared thathe saw her gink. In the mean- 
time the two big guns on the Chen Yuen 
were disabled and the other ships showed 
signs of damage. Both fleets were under 
easy steam, the Japanese maneuvering con- 
tinually while the Chinese heid their original 
pusitions. 

suddenly two of the Japanese cruisers 
sought to break through the Chinese line on 
the starboard side. Three torpedo boats 
swiftiy pursued them. ‘the Ching-Yuen and 
Chang-\}uen went at full speed astern to 
avold acatastrophe. The boats fired, their 
torpedoes, but the nets about the Japanese 
cruisers stopped them. In the meantime 
other guns were brought to bear upon the 
the Akitsushima and the Yoshimo. They 
were beaten back by the weight of metal, in 
an almost helpless state. Chinese officers 
declare that both sank. They did not see 
them sink, but are positive that they could 
not float long. The Chinese had fared little 
better, for the Chang-Yuen bad been several 
times bulled and pierced upon the water 
line, while the Chao-Yuaen had stranded 
while trying toevade the Japanese torpedo 
boats. All attempts to float her had 
deen frustrated by the fre directed upon 
ber. Finally she burst into flames from 
shells. 

ihe big guns ofthe Chao Yuen were dis- 
abled, Dut she remained in the fighting line, 
working her smaller and machine guns. The 
Tsi Yuen retired tothe second line and the 
King Yuen was in a terrible plight. A shell 
burst through her decks and set fire to ber, 
and with the fames bursting from her she 
slowly settled down. The Uhinese torpedo 
boats essayedto make a diversion, but the 
attempt wasafallure. Throughout the fight 
the attack wasalways with the Japanese. 
Twice or thrice more they sought to creak 
through the Chinese line, but until the last 
the Chinese guns were able to stop them, 
and the Japanese never reached the trans- 
ports. The Chinese vessels gave wey before 
the attacks, and while doing so the Yang 
Wel stranded stern foremost. Her fate was 
similar tothe Chao Yuen. 

After the first three hours the fire became 
intermittent. The Chi Yuen, which still 
bravely fought her guns when she was noth- 
ing more than a wallowing wreck, was 
Strack bya tor o and sank with all on 
board. At dusk the firing ceased and the 
Japanese feet drew off. 


JAPAN LOST NO SHIPS. 
WASHIFGTON, D. C., Sept. 21.—The Jap- 
anese Minister here received an official cable 
message from the Tokio Government to-day 
conOrming the reports that the Japanese 
had lost no ships at the naval battle of Yalu,

NOT A GOOD TEST. 


Age American Naval Officer’s Opinicn eof 
the Battle ef Valu.

paredness as compared with their antag- 
onists. Therecan be no question, however, 
that the Japanese navy is highly efficient as 
compared with the Chisese. The Japanese 
is much more naturally sea-faring than 
the Chinaman, and the training and 
morale of the Japanese fleet, trom all that we 
can learn, are far superior. The Japanese 
have taken up the study of naval questions 
and the actual work of building and 
equippinga navy of their own with much 
more vigor than the Chinese. They have 
bullta number of ships in their own dock 
ards, and have depended much less upon 
oreign aid, relying rather upon their own 
intelligence. 

‘*the Chinese navy cannot be said to be 
well supplied with trained officers. The er- 
treme conservatism of the Chinese has pre- 
vented anything like the same adaptation on 
their part to foreign methodsand material 
as is followed by the Japanese. 

The Japanese ia this action hadthe great 
advantage of plenty of sea-room in which to 
maneuverand their oon selection of point 
ofattack. Ina certain degree you can see 
the circumstances clearly from the fact that 
at the mouth of Yalu River the water is 
quite shallow, Indeed it is so throughont 
the Yellow Sea. in most parts you can 
and the probability is that these 


anchor, 
vessels were aboutas near in-shore as they 
could get, lying at anchor and engaged in 
landing their troops when the Japanese ap- 
peared upon the scene, steaming directly in 
upon them, openingthe attack and throw- 
ing into the greatest confusion the Chinese, 
who were unable to maneuver properly for 
resisting the attack of their adversaries.’’ 

**Then you do not think it is really a battle 
which fairly tests the modern man-of-war,’’ 
the correspondent suggested. 

No, Ido not think in many respects it isa 
battle that throws any satisfactory light 
upon their efficiency. It is impossible to 
draw adequate conciusions of a definite 
nature regardiag this feature of the battle 
until we have full reports of all its circum- 
stances. Weneed further definite informa- 
tion as to the casualties that befell the ships 
engaged before any conclusion can be 
properly drawn. 

Ihe only thing we can do without enlarg- 
ing vessels to a size whick would make their 
cost and malntenanoe out of the question is 
to build them so as to make any ordinary in- 
jury comparatively less harmful. If struck 
by several torpedoes at different points it is 
probable that even the largest vessels now 
afloat might de sunk, or even a single tor- 
pedo, under favorable circumstances, might 
sink the largest lron-clad. The chances are, 
however, very much against this, as in the 
case ofa 1,400 ton ship, the subdivision into 
compartments isso great that scarcely an 
singie injury likely tooccur would be suf- 
ficient to sink her, in case all preparations 
had been made to keep the subdivisions 
watertiaght.’’ 

**Assuming that the Dattle-ships were sunk 
as reported, does this argue anything against 
our present methods of naval construction?’’ 

„„Oh, no, Commander Chadwick an- 
swered. ‘‘Supposing that one of the ships 
sunk was one of the large Ohinese battle- 
ships, this fact does not argue against the 
building of the Dattle-ships of the larger 
class. The Chen Yuenanu the Ting Yuenare 
not as large as some dattle- ships now afloat. 
The vulnerability of such ships to torpedo 
attack necessarily increases with the de- 
crease in their dimensions, as, of course, the 
smaller ships can be subdivided to a much 


less extent, and any single injury would be 


much more effective in causing their de- 
struction than a like isjury would be to the 
larger vessels.’ 

This point might be raised dy the untech- 
nical questioner—these ships involve two or 
three millions of expenditeare apiece, they 
are designed primarily as coast defenders; 
yet when they are attacked by a cruiser it is 
possibie thata torpedo may sink one and all 
this vaiuable armament be lost. In view of 
these facts, what is the use of building these 
big battle ships?’’ the correspondent 
queried, 

**You must consider,“ was the reply, the 
fact that the torpedo may or may not be ef- 
fective. Of course, if it were to explode un- 
derthe most vulnerable point of a battle 
ship the probability is that she would at 
ieast be put out ot action. But I have seen a 
torpedo turn right around and go back to 
where it was fired from, and I have seen tor- 
pedo charges fired against the st ies of a ves 
sel without causing any such damage as 
would necessarily sink it. It is very proba- 
ble thateven in the case of the Aquidaban 
the vessel would have remained afloat if her 
compartments had been closed, I think that 
itis very likely thata number of them were 
2 though I canmot speak defnitely of 
this.’’ 

‘*Torpedoes are of course avery dangerous 
weapon, and even if they do not cause the 
destruction of a vessel, they are very 
likely to open up sucha large space to the 
entrance of water that they would cause her 
to heel dangerously. Torpedoes may cause 
great destruction, but the chancesare in 
actual conflict against their occasioning as 
great a destruction as that which might be 
eaused by shotsfrom the four twelve-inch 
guns of the Chen Yuen, for instance, which 

o an enormously greater Velocity, have an 
Eames greater range and a much greater 
power of penetration, and which are 
charged with a sufficient quantity of explo- 
sives to cause great destruction if explodea 
after penetrat ng a shi side. You remem-

Peintse Teuched end Discoveries Made 
During the Rush's Alaskan Cruise. 


WasHixoTon, D. C., Sept. 21.—Capt. Shep- 
Derg. acting Chief of the Revenue Marine 
Service, to-day received from Capt. C. L. 
Hooper, commander of the revenue cutter 
Rush, the report ofthe latter's cruise to the 


seal islands. The Rush conveyed Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Hamlin to tbe 
islands.

WHAT HE SAYS OF THE CONVENTION'S 
ACTION IN THAT REGARD. 


Pree Silver May Mean a Great Varies 


of Things—The Resolution One Which 
Mey Be Widely Construed—The Obie 
Senator's Attitude Unchanged er- 
ton’s Can didacy—Politios. 


Pirrspved, Pa., Sept. 211.—Senator Calvin 
8. Brice was tnterviewed at the Union Depot 
last might as he passed through on bis way to 
New Tork from the Ohio Convention. Refer- 
ring to his experiences, de said: | 

The insertion of the free silver plank in 
the platform of the OBio State Conveation 
does not tie my hands. I do not wish to be 
construed assaying that the pietform does 
not commit the law-makers of the state Who 
may be lected. under its provisions. 
I am only speaking for myself. The 
Convention adopted a set of resolutions, 
one of which favered frees sliver. A 
gathering of people might unanimously say 
that they favored religion, but that expres: 
sion might commit one man to Mohammed 
anism, while another might have a tendency 
towards Déeinga Baptist. 80 it is with the 
free silver plank Of the convention. The 
vote by which it Was passed, a proportion of 
about five to three, shows how the people 
over there feel about It. 

Wen We say ‘free sliver,’ we may mean 
a Variety of things. Thére was the free silver 
law that we bad ep to 1878. Then there was 
the Bland law, which continued in operation 
after a lapse of years, Until 1990. Then we haa 
the Sherman law, which existed from that 


time until 1898. There is 4 free silver coinage 
which allows a man to take the metal to the 
mimt and recetve his dollars therefor, less 
the amount of the séigniorage. Another 
siiVer law allowed a man to deposit gold or 
ver with the Government aad receive in 
rotutu a sort of warehouse receipt for it.

ered or eng in dy our societies as Foung peo- 
pie’s societies. 


A milder resolution of the same tenor was 
not allowed to come to a vote at last Mon- 
day’s meeting of the St. Louis Presbyterian 
ministers. The leaders in the Good UCitizen- 
ship movement were therefore confident of 
success at the Presbytery. Already fifteen 
Endeavor Societies attached to l’resbyterian 
Churches of this city have ap- 
pointed Good Citizenship Committees to 
work upon non-voting members of the con- 
— and to incuce them to register. 

‘hese committees have the approval of the 
churches to whieh they belong. it seems, 
therefore, that several Presbyterian minis- 
ters will be oviiged to ignore the opinion of 
the presbytery. Ministers of other denomi- 
nations favorsthe good citizenship move- 
ment and there isa iixelihood that au effort 
will be made at the Evangelical Alliance 
meeting next Monday and atthe denowina- 
tional meetings a week later to passa reso- 
lution in opposition tothe sentimeats of the 
Presbytery.

When the 
money was not forthtoming she would stave 
of ker creditors by promises, and none 
thought of taking criminal action until yes- 
terday. None ot those from whom she bor- 
rowed money have a scrap of paper to show 
in the way of receipts. 

The woman’s borrowing tactics extend 
over a period since May, during which urs.

The con- 
tractor informed McCalla of the object of 
his visit. McOalla told Gore he was sup- 
plying civilians of Vallejo with hay at 88 a 
ton. This Gore dent and hot words fol- 
lowed. Gore informed McCalia that he was 
no gentleman, and also suid something 
about the commanter’s uniform being a 
shield against personal chastisement. 

Ihe commander peeled his uniform coat 
and cast it upon the floor. At the same time 
he moved towerd the door, which he locked 
and secreted the key. These preparations 
were too much for Gore, who pounded on the 
dor and eried for help. As no assistance 
came, Gore beganto run around the room, 
overturning chairs and furniture, while the 
commander gave chase. Gore finally put his 
shoulder tothe door and burst it open. and 
the terrified contractor ran for his life. 
UMicial attention will be drawn to Gore’s 
narrative.
